Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 
defines a sewing machine including a needle bar with needle, a rotary member 
concentric to the needle, a rotary holder member having a sewing material wound 
thereon, a guide which is rotatable along with the rotary member and provided for 
guiding and paying out the material from the holding member. A tension detector for 
detecting tension on the material paid out from the holder and a drive device for driving 
or rotating the holder member. The driving member is controlled relative to the tension 
detector. The dependent claims further limit the structure of the sewing machine of the 
independent claim.
